city of pneumonia. 


According to Davis's story, he and 


his wife sat down, to the supper -table 
and his wife waa eating a slice of 
bread when she reached into her lap, 
or under the table, and produced a 
small bottle, at the same time telling 
him it contained poison and she had 
' taken some of it. 


He says he knocked the bottle 


from her hand, and also knocked 
from her hand the unfinished slice of 
bread and butter. 
He mixed up gin- 


ger and hot water and also the whites 
of several eggs and tried to admlnis- 


• ter them to her, but ie says she re- 
fused to take either. He called sev- 
eral neighbors and also telephoned 
to Dr. J. D. W. Dumond at West Sho- 
kan. 
The neighbors placed her on a 


lounge in the room, where she died 
shortly afterwards in convulsions. 
She was dead when Dr. Dumond ar- 
rived, and at"9:"30 o'clock the doc- 
tor "notified" Coroner H. Lee Breit- 
haupt that she had committed sui- 
ciae. 


Coroner Breithaupt went to Ton- 


gore at once. 
The body of Mrs. 


Davis was lying on. the lounge where 
she had died. The table in the din- 
ing room contained the dishes and 
food which had been placed there tor 


, supper. 
The plate at Mrs. Davis's 


place was turned upside down, and 
around the edges Coroner Breithaupt 
noticed several flecks of white pow- 
der 
A bottle containing a strych- 


nine label was standing on the table, 
with the cork in the top. About one- 
sixtli of the contents were missing. 
The bottle was round, of yellowish, 
glass, and ordinarily would contain, 
about sixty grains of strychnine. 
The label was that of Merck & Com- 
pany, manufacturing chemists, whoso 
preparations are sold extensively by 
the drug trade. 


The bcrttle was taken toy Coroner 


Breithaupt and this afternoon was 
delivered at the district attorney's 
office. 


During the night an autopsy was 


performed on Mrs. Davis's body by 
Dr. Henry Van Hoevenberg of this 
city, assisted .by Dr. J. D. W. Du- 
mond. 
The contents of the stomach 


were brought to Kingston early this 
morning by Dr. Van Hoevenberg and 
delivered to Dr, Raymond Sanderson, 
county pathologist, for chemical ex- 
amination at the county bacteriologi- 
cal laboratory. 


The purchase of strychnine with- 


out a physician's prescription is pos- 
sible at any drug store, all that is re- 
quired being a statement by the pur- 
chaser of the intention to which the 
poison is to he put, and also infor- 
mation regarding the purchaser's 
residence, etc., and the signature of 
tne purchaser acknowledging 
receipt of the poison.

THE STARS AND STRIPES. 


Finn Carried by Tr*«p« In B»ttl» tn 


th. M*xk«n War. 


Tie American flag collections of the 


United Slates National museum In 
Washington Include some interesting 
examples of our flag, indicative of its 
development In several historical pe- 
riod1:, its many changes and Its gradual 
standardization. 


It is Interesting to note that during 


th« Revolution the flar had thirteen 
stars: in the war of 1S12, fifteen; in the 
Meilcaa war. twenty-nine: in the civil 
war, thirty-five; In the (k"iunish-Ameri- 
r-an war. forty-five, and today, forty- 
eipht. The American Dap is among the 
n!df"it of national flags, being older 
than the present British union jack, 
the French tricolor and the Sag ot 
Spain and many years older than the 
flajs of Cermany and Italy, some of 
which, like fhov? of other countries. 
are po~-or.al aa^s, or tli«->e of reiginng 
families. 


The history of our flag indicates that 


the "stars and stripes" was not carried 
fiy troops !n buttle until tbp period Of 
the Mexican war, 1846-7. though we 
have record of its use as a garrison flas 
from about ITS" or ]~OS to 1*34. Bod- 
ies of troops carried during th'.'-i period 
and before It what was known as na- 
tional colors or .standards of Hue with 
the arms of the United States embla- 
zoned thereon, comprl«intr an eajrle sur- 
mounted by a number of stars, and 
with the designation of the body of 
troops, as infantry, artillery, etc., in- 
scribed on a scroll. 


In 18.34 the artery were civen tbe 


rlsht of currying the stars arid stripe-; 
as recorded by the war department rez- 
ulations. the Infantry and cavalry still 
uslnc the national arms with an uddril 
scroll in the cas!e'« hen!: heavim* the 
vvord^ "E Pluribus rnuro." These fla^ 
remained tlie colors of the infantry un 
til 1R41 and tho cavalry until as late as 
1RR7. when they were ordered to em- 
ploy the sfnrs and stripes.

a hard task to hare to »cald. disinfect 
or whitewash the entire building, so 
I planned to have porUble nesthouses, 
not allowing hens to lay in the poul- 
try house at alL Cleaning these houses 
is such a small task it need not be 
droa-j"'.1," writes .Mrs. L. E. Armour of 
Pleasant Hill. La., in Progressive 
Fanner. "Every portion of them can 
be easily reached. Then they can be

placed under a sheltering shed during 
•winter and under coo!, shady trees ia 
summer. 


"They are built on posts 4 feet high 


and are 12 feet in length and 3 feet 
•wide. There are two rows of 12 nests, 
one on each side of the door. A single 
12-inch plank forms the floor of the 
hall between the nests. 
Eight-inch 


planks form the wall behind the nests. 
The roof is made of four 12-inch 
planks, two on each side. The ones 
just above the rows of nests are hinged 
<inu are opened upward.

ffghting. these houses have dark nests, 
which all hens like, and are good pro- 
tection against nest-robbing dogs. A 
short ladder at each door is necessary 
for the hens to get to the nests."

Rocking Coop Will Force Fowl to 


Roost on Center Shaft—Quick 


Results Are Assured. 


"The device consists of a coop made 


of lath about two feet square and 
swung on a shaft set a little above 
the center so that most ol the -weight 
will be below the shaft on the lower 
part of the coop. The ends of the 
shaft are set on posts about three feet 
above the ground. It is impossible for 
a hen to sit on the slatted bottom, and 
it an attempt is made, the rocking 
and- tipping of the coop will soon 
make her seek a more stable support, 
and the only one within the coop is 
the shaft passing through it; and the 
most persistent broody hen is usually 
glad to roost on it the first night," 
writes Benjamin R. Bush of Bay Shore, 
N. J., in Popular Mechanics Magazine.

An accident rather lhan acute reason- 
ing once placed us in possession of 
what we consider the very best way 
to save the life of a chilled, -wet chick. 
There were so many soaked at ono 
time that we simply could not wrap 
them separately or place them in the 
oven. A pan of very warm water on 
the range prompted the man of the 
ho'^sa to suggest dipping tie chicks as 
he had dipped small pigs.
